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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brookline: 

Purposes  in  Defense 

The  unsettled  condition  of  world  affairs  demands  a 
"bold  and  comprehensive  program  for  the  defense  of  Amer- 
ican democracy,"  as  a  recent  statement  puts  it.  This  pro- 
gram may  be  considered  in  three  parts — military,  economic, 
and  moral. 

Industry  is  rapidly  providing  the  new  mechanized  instru- 
ments of  war.  The  training  of  men  to  operate  them  goes 
on  apace.  We  are  making  every  effort  to  establish  an  effect- 
ive military  defense. 

The  economic  depression  must  be  conquered  and  the 
millions  of  unemployed  returned  to  productive  effort.  Re- 
cent figures  indicate  progress  has  been  made  to  bring  greater 
utilization  of  capital,  labor,  resources,  and  organizing  skill. 
We  aim  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  living 
as  is  consistent  with  national  defense. 

But  the  third  aspect  of  defense  is  the  most  difficult  as 
it  deals  with  the  moral  or  spiritual.  Preservation  of  the 
ideals  of  democracy  is  indeed  the  watchword.  Under- 
standing of  the  nature  and  goals  of  democracy  is  essential. 
Deep  I'jyalties  and  devotions  to  the  building  of  a  better 
America  is  a  second  requirement.  The  maintenance  of  condi- 
tions conducive  to  national  unity  is  still  another  necessity. 
We  must  prove  to  the  world  that  democracy  does  function  in 
a  crisis. 

The  first  two  aspects  of  defense  are  largely  in  the  hands 
of  government  and  industry.  The  schools  as  a  unit  in  society 
play  a  minor  part.  But  in  the  moral  aspect,  the  schools  have 
a  very  definite  duty.  We  hope  to  and  can  achieve  greater 
civic  understanding,  firmer  loyalties,  and  increased  intel- 
lectual competence,  as  well  as  improved  health  and  physical 
fitness.  No  one  would  advocate  a  shorter  program  for  our 
youth.  In  fact,  our  leaders  expect  the  youth  to  stay  in  school 
and  point  to  education  as  a  greater  necessity  than  ever.  Let 
the  schools  reflect  the  needs  of  the  hour. 
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Thus,  we  define  our  purposes  as  America  hastens  the 
defense  of  democracy. 

Teachers 

School  opened  this  fall  with  the  same  force  of  teachers 
as  had  closed  them  in  June.  But  this  was  not  to  exist  for 
long  when  a  more  attractive  position  was  offered  to  Miss 
Gleason.  The  supply  of  teachers,  at  the  time,  was  none  too 
favorable  so  we  feel  very  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services 
of  Miss  Helen  Barrett  of  Lawrence  to  complete  this  year. 
She  has  rapidly  found  her  way  in  the  system  and  joins  with 
Miss  Katsiaficas  and  Miss  Ouellette  to  make  a  very  cons- 
cientious and  hard-working  force  of  teachers.  Retention  of 
teachers  means  so  much  to  pupil  learning  that  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  eliminate  losses  because  of  frequent 
changes. 

Pupil  Achievement 

Last  May  we  made  rather  extensive  use  of  a  testing 
program  to  determine  where  our  pupils  stood  with  respect 
to  others  of  Fhe  same  grade  or  age  in  other  communities, 
and  to  determine  our  needs  for  emphasis  during  the  current 
year.  Below  you  will  find  a  summary  of  the  results  by 
grades :

An  explanation  of  the  table  may  be  appropriate.  The 
first  column  indicates  the  grade  testing  in  May  1940.  The 
second  column  shows  the  progress  in  the  grade  the  pupils 
should  score  as  a  minimum  or  2.8  means  the  eighth  month 
of  grade  2.  The  third  column  gives  the  actual  scores  of  the 
eight  grades  tested;  as  6.7  or  seventh  month  of  the  sixth 
grade.  If  a  grade  score  is  lower  than  the  standard,  then 
there  is  a  weakness  evident  and  a  need  for  emphasis. 

These  results  are  not  good  and  present  problems.    Four

grades  failed  to  reach  the  desired  median  standards.  Grades 
5,  7,  and  8  reached  or  exceeded  their  goals.  When  we  try- 
to  break  down  the  problem  into  subject  fields,  we  find  that 
Spelling  and  Reading  comprehension  are  weaknesses  and 
that  Arithmetic  is  up  to  grade  levels  in  every  instance. 
Analysis  of  results  with  the  teachers  has  resulted  in  extra 
stress  being  placed  in  these  subjects  where  the  need  is  evi- 
dent. We  hope  these  tests  may  result  in  improvement  of 
instruction  and  retention  in  these  fields.

I  have  only  one  suggestion  to  offer  and  that  has  to  do 
with  redecorating  the  grammar  school  room.  Last  year 
you  carried  on  extensive  repairs  at  the  Primary  School  and 
the  interior  of  that  building  is  so  changed  as  to  be  hardly 
comparable  with  its  former  condition.  The  ceiling  and 
walls  at  the  grammar  school  need  to  be  refreshened  and 
made  equally  as  attractive  as  the  other  two  rooms. 

I  trust  you  will  be  concerned  with  proposed  legislation 
to  extend  state  aid  to  high  schools  or  for  high  school  tuition. 
One  glance  at  the  budget  ought  to  convince  the  most  skept- 
ical of  the  need  of  such  aid  that  exists  in  your  district. 
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APPRECIATION 

I  am  duly  grateful  to  an  interested  School  Board,  to  a 
loyal  staff  and  to  a  cooperative  citizenry  for  the  successful 
and  useful  year  just  past.  I  hope  that  the  children  for 
whom  our  efforts  have  been  directed  have  made  the  most  of 
their  opportunities.  If  so,  we  have  re-doubled  courage  to 
carry  on  and  improve  conditions  as  we  see  them  and  have 
the  finances  to  complete. 

I  submit  the  above  as  my  second  annual  report,  the 
twenty-second  in  the  series.
